An Estimate of the Money Value of the 


Cotton Receipts Here This Season. 


The subjoined figures are based 


on cotton receipts at the Bryan 


wagon yards, also of that sold 
Bryan cotton buyers from near by 
farms and shipped in here by rail 
some three or four thousand bales 
and a careful estimate by Messrs 
Tom Davidson and D. S. H art 
two 
well 
known 
local 
cotton 
buyers, of the other facts involved 
and all the facts subjected to the 
scrutiny of still further investiga 
tion, and further verified. 
This 
inquiry shows that Bryan has re­ 
ceived cotton during the present 
season, from the time the present 
crop began to be marketed until 
the present date, as follows: 
Bales received 25,000. 
Average weight 
of bale, 550 
pounds, giving a total of 13,750,000 


pounds. 
The averags price for the season 
at which cotton was sold here is 
eight and one-third cents, giving a 
product of $1,145,833.33 received 
for cotton raised in Bryan’s trade 
territory and sold in the Bryan 
market this season. 
This does not take into account 
several thousand bales still held in 
the hands of the farmer, which 
will eventually come into this 
market. 
These figures when compared 
with those of other retail markets 
in the state show that Bryan is 
still away up at the front of the 
procession, and in spite of the boll 
weevil, is still one of the leading 
retail cotton markets of the South. 
Of course the time was when Bryan 
received more than 40,000 bales, 
but on account of the “ bum per” 
crops then made, the price was 
lower, and the yield of the product 
in money is estimated to have 
been some less than that of this 
year’s crop.
